Claims 18 and 19 have been cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the apparatus 
as claimed in claim 1, specifically, the dispenser unit adapted to expose the surface of 
the workpiece to a direct flow of the precursor gas for a surface reactant formation, to 
provide a flow of the input gas over the workpiece in a direction away from said 
precursor gas, and to provide the purge gas between the precursor gas and the input 
gas to prevent mixing of said precursor and input gases, the dispenser unit further 
having a pair of evacuation ports for evacuating said purge gas was not found in or 
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suggested by the art. The art in general teaches dispenser units that direct the flow of 
the precursor and input gases either parallel to each other, like those of Miller et al, US 
Patent 6,200,389 B1 , or convergent with each other, like those of Nishizawa et al, US 
Patent 6,334,901 . No dispenser unit was found that directs the input gas in a direction 
away from the precursor gas.
